"Conservation," said Bryan, "is a sub- 
ject that grows. 
Begin, 
for Instance, 
.with the consideration of forestry and 
you are confronted with the soil question. * 
Agricultural. colleges as the panacea, of 
farm Ills, then come before, you. . 
"But at last you come to the matter 
of social conditions. This is the ques- 
tion of man himself. 
His health, his 
hopes, his character are the great con-- 
trollihg "principles .that govern life and 
conduct. 
These become primary sub- 
jects, and all other forms of conserva- 
tion become methods through which he 
works out its problem of advancement.", 
Bryan was on the platform, when Wai-. 
ter Li. Fisher, Secretary of the Interior, 
addressed the congress on the 
subject, 
"Conservation and the Public Domain^' I 
Secretary Fisher strongly, urged tha leas- 
ing of government owned coal lands, with 
particular reference Jto- those in Alaska. 


NEED SANE SAM. 


"I have "been in Alaska and . British t 
Columbia," he said. "I studied the leas-. 
ing lav/ in British ^Columbia. Why can't 
we have tho same kind of a law? 
It 
retains the land in the control of the; 
government, affords a permanent return I 
and prevents the exhaustion of the land 
in a few years. But most important of t 
all, it p-events 
! the hoarding of the land 
and subsequent undevelopment by capit- 
alists." 
As to the situation regarding "govern- 
ment coal lands in the west, Fisher said: 
."I .have learned that there are a lot 


of men who want control of the .coal 
lands and hold them. They don't want, to 
give the public' a chance, but want to 
hoard the lands so they will make money 
for their progeny a million years hence." 
Fisher said, speaking of his investiga- 
tions In Alaska: 
"I have gone over the situation there 
with the President -and he has told .me 
.that he will prepare an outline for leg- 
islation, on the question and that he- will i 
present it to congress.." 
. The report of the committee on resolu- 
tions -was Vadopted, including a recom- 
mendation of the early opening1 of the 
coal lands" and other resources of Alaska 
for industrial and commercial purposes 
on a system of leasing, ^'national owner- 
ship to be retained, pending such 
de- 
velopment of that portion of our territory 
as to permit the creation of states within 
its area; and as a means of promoting in^ 
dustry and commerce in Alaska we ap- 
prove the construction of necessary high- 
ways, railways and terminal facilities by 
the national government."

MAYOR MOTT'S PREDICTION. 


Mayor Frank K. Mott said, In sub-

PREPARATION FOR FUTURE. 


"It seems to me that no question lic- 
fore ua at this timo is of- such great 
Import as the immediate future of the 
Pacific Coast and especially the territory 
around the bay of San Francisco. In or- 
der to reap the full benefit of the future 
which holds so much for xis, we must 
make Immediate preparation. 
I .refer 
particularly to tho tremendous Increase 
of trade that must follow the opening of 
itho Panama canal. 
Central , California 
can e-.v«*«jcf£ the big- share of the increased 
volum« of trade and Oakland has more 
opportunities than any other section, of 
the State—but -we must work along in- 
telligent lines to get the fullest advan- 
tages of them. You know tho old saying 
that 'God helps those who help "them- 
selves.' 
Well. I tlilnk the creator has 
.done his part fully, generously, and I 
want to congratulate you tonight .on the 
fact that we are following up the good 
work In great shape. 


TAKING CARE OF SHIPPING. 


"The -actual backbone of a maritime 


city must be her facilities for handling 
shipping. A large part of the future for- 
tune of Oakland is in her water-front. 
As you are all aware, a great plan of 
harbor development fcas actually been 
started and very material progress has 
been made. 
To show the' interest that 
has been already created, I will tell you 
that, within the past few days, two 
steamship representatives have called on 
me for information as to how Oakland .in- 
ten.;Js to conduct her harbor. They want- 
ed lo kpo\y whether there were to ba 
any exclusive leaves, granted 
to our 
ivharv&s or whether everybody was to get 
an equal show. I told them that Oak- 
land would play no. favorites but that 
her harbor facilities would be open to .all 
comers and that everybody could depend 
on the fairest of treatment. 
When I 
started to tell them of the preparations 
that bad been made looking to the erection 
of the most modern machinery for loading 
iind unloading with the greatest expedi- 
tion and when I outlined the value of. our 
contemplated 
belt 
railroad, they 
were 


wonderfully enthusiastic. 
It was very 
gratifying to me to hear these steam- 
ship men .talk for it convinced me tbat 
the demand for shipping facilities -within 
the next two or three years would tax the 
capacity of every wharf around the bay.

Folly of Reviling ihe Defeated. 


Mayor-elect Rolph is showing more tact and consideration than 


some of his more militant supporters, who seem to think it their 
duty to kick a man after he is down. He ,is not saying a word to 
stir the resentment of the defeated. His consideration^ for the feel- 
ings of his opponents is an "evidence..of good sense and manly>••in- 
stincts. There is nothing, that San Francisco needs more at .this 
time than peace and good will between her citizens.' 


Rubbing salt into the wounds of Mayor McCarthy and his fol- 


lowers will not bring peace nor promote good will. It can do no 
good, but will keep alive old animosities and prov.oke new antago- 
nisms." Every citizen of San Francisco shotild strive to forget the 
differences of the past and labor to re-establish kindly relations 
between people of all classes. An era of good feeling cannot be- 
gin with trampling on the fallen and reviling the defeated. 


Mr. Rolph understands this. His cheerful optimism and igentle 


consideration sound a note that should be heeded. It voices the 
get-together spirit, and the get-together spirit should animate San 
Francisco from now on.

Terrible Efficiency of -the M@dern Warship. 


The explosion on the -French man-of-war Libe,rte proves that 


the modern navy is usually more deadly to its owners than its en- 
emies. Every nation has had destructive naval accidents. France 
has had several costing millions of money and hundreds of lives. 


.The loss of the Captain and'the sinking of the Camperdown are 


still remembered with horror in England. Many minor disasters 
have happened in the British navy during the past twenty years. 


The explosion on the Bennington cost more, lives than the whole 


American navy lost in the war with Spain. It was an accident that 
sunk the Maine—an accident that involved the United States in a 
foreign -war and loaded the American people with the problem of the 
Philippines. 


Germany rigidly suppresses details of accidents happening on 


board her ships or in her navy yards, but Germany has had her share 
of accidents nevertheless. They have been costly and bloody, too. 


Russia and Italy have not escaped. Their navies have passed 


through the same dreadful experience as France and England-— 
has suffered unaccountable explosions and mysterious accidents. 


The modern warship is certainly a terrible engine of destruc- 


tion, but she is»a terror mainly to those who build and man her. 
It costs a fabulous sum to build one, she eats her head off lying in 
port and then blows up just to create a sensation, apparently. 


Somebody ought, to get. up a joint debate .between Dr. Aked

After I have begun to perspire 
freely I stretch my toes down just as far as. possible, and as my 
window is.up and the air.is -pure.in my bedroom I do deep 
breathing.- This "not-only stretches my vertebrae and'muscles, 
but it sends the blood coursing through my veins, making me 
perspire still more freely. I have found this method wonderful 
in reducing flesh and giving one the appearance of elongation.

WATERLOO, Iowa, Sept. 28.—Preslent 


Taft's address today was in regard to the 
relation o? the ^Gvernment to the busi- 
noau of tho country. Ho spoke In re- 
gard tu the regulation of railroads and 
a remedying ot unreasonable, unduly and 
discriminating rat«s and the prpgreasthan. 
had been made in that line. 
He thought 
that rue operation of the interstate com- 
merce lu\v at present was satisfactory. 


Sijeaking of the trusts, the President 


said: 
- "I have elsewhere given my view of 
v.'hat the decision of tho Supreme Court 
is. 
it in effect declares that tho anti- 
trust statute punishes every combina- 
tion or restraint of interstate trade that 
is intended and has the necessary effect 
to control prices, exclude competition and 
establish a partial or complete monopoly 
o:" any interstate trade in any merchan- 
dise, and that a bill of eciuity may be 
I'iled against the offending combination 
or corporation -which will lead to disin- 
tegration o£ that combination, if found 
imia-vvt'ul, and a division oi' it into a suf- 
ficient number ot parts under separate 
ownership to insure competition and to 
maintain it by the continuing; force of 
perpetual injunction against the resump- 
tion of the unla-yrful bond and purpose 
of tho combiners. 
Whether it will be 


possible to secure a national incorpora- 
tion act for the closer supervision of 
those corporations engaged in interstate 
trade, and for their greater security when 
they pursue business in accordance with 
law, 
I am unable to say, because the con- 


stitutional views of the present majority 
in tho lower House 
are 
presumably 
ugainst the increase of federal function 
A'ith respect to, corporations. 


WHERE, IT STANDS. 


"Bo that as it may, tho business com- 


munity now knows, or ought to know, 
wUere it stands. 
The court declines to 


liolcl that competition is impossible un- 
der modern business conditions, but it 
insists that it must be given full oppor- 
tunity lor operation, and that any com- 
bined 
effort 
affecting- interstate trade 
looking to its suppression is contrary to 
law. 
In other words, business must face 


the necessity of throwing away the crutch 
of 
combination against competition in 


it.-, further profrress. 
When this rule is 
recognised, when the corporations that 
have offended the law are disintegrated 
sufficiently to enable competition to have 
full play," then there is no reason why 
business should not so on unhampered. 
"Criticism nas 
been 
uttered 
in no 
measured tone against the activity of the 
Department of Justice in the institution 
oS prosecutions and bills of eciuity under 
the antitrust law, on the sround that it 
is hurting business. It is the sworn duty 
of tho Ksecutive to enforce the law, and 
as lonir as such combinations exist and 
are known to exist to the law officers o( 
the Government in any way tney would 
be lackincr in their duty if they did not 
prosecute them. They are under my or- 
ders to treat the prosecution of trusts 
like ths bringing of any other suits which 
are wir.hin the scope and duty of the De- 
partment of Justice, and I -must decline 
to admit tnat there is any discretion 
which -*-ould enable tho Attorney General 
and his assistants to stay the hand of the 
Government in respect of such violations 
'of lav,-. 
I do not think it need be long 


continued, because I believe 
that the 
business community itself ia rapidly tak- 
ing in the effect of the decisions of the 
Supreme Court, and that we may expect 
:t revolution of feeling on the attitude 
of business men toxvard this step. 


SEVERE CRITICIS'M. 


ments to encourage what they call trusts, 
to take part themselves in the manage- 
ment c£ the trusts, .to fix prices, and- to 
depend upon governmental control to se- 
cure their reasonable conduct; but such 
a system with us is'absolutely Impossible, 
and it might as well ba tinderstood. Tha 
countries to which reference is made are 
veering toward state socialism. This, in- 
deed, if competition is to disappear," is the 
logical escape from the evil of private 
monopolies, because if private companies 
are to be allowed to manage everything 
and fix prices, then there is every reason 
why the control thus exercised by them 
should be transferred from them to the 
government, and this is state socialism'. 
He discussed the tariff laws arid the 
necessity of the tariff board for obtaining 
the comparative costs of foreign and home 
production.

In discussing the question of the cur- 
rency 
system 
the President said he 
thought there should be some central au- 
thority that could take over the quick 
assets of the banks in the form of business 
paper and Issue bank notes op the faitn 
of it to meet the exigency, arising at any 
time in a demand 
tor 
money. In the 
course of bis address he said_: 


"Of course, we are/all anxious to pre- 
vent the acquisition of undue profits by 
anybody, whether in the- form of discrim- 
inating rates and rebates or by a. combina- 
tion in retraint'of trade, or by-any other 
means; which is unlawful or im.proper;\but 
we ought not to'ailow'our fear that some- 
thing of .that sort may happen to lead us 
on to a general attitude ot enmity toward 
the accumulation of money by. thrift and 
foresight and to its lawful investment ia 
great enterprise for reasonable profit. 
"The misfortune of the situation I per- 
fectly realize. It is one of the .inevitable 
consequences of a deep-rboted evil. You 
can not eradicate jt by popular movement 
without the movement becoming so -very 
strong as to be carried for the time, be- 
yond the median line of common sense 
and into the extremities of unreasonable- 
ness. 
"We have reached a point where we can 
call a halt, not in .the progressive move- 
ment to keep business free from these 
abuses, but where we can call a halt 
against appeals to a spirit of pure hostil- 
ity to prosperity on the theory that no 
one can be prosperous without being dis- 
honest or a violator of law in securing 
the profits of his business."

"Third—In negotiating the sale of the 
property at the northwest corner of Four- 
teenth- and Jefferson, streets,
